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REMARKS 

Reconsideration of this application is respectfully requested in view of the foregoing 
amendment and the following remarks. 

Claims 3-13 were pending in this application. Claims 4 and 10 have been amended and 
claim 5 has been canceled. Accordingly, claims 4 and 6-13 will be pending herein upon entry of 
this Amendment, of which claims 4 and 10 are independent claims. For the reasons stated 
below, Applicant respectfully submits that all claims pending in this application are in condition 
for allowance. 

In the Office Action, claims 5 and 10-13 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. Claims 4-8 and 13 
were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,784,959 to 
Noritake ("Noritake") in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,610,741 to Kimura ("Kimura",) and claim 9 
was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Noritake in view of Kimura, 
further in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,742,921 to Umemoto et al ("Umemoto") To the extent 
these grounds of rejection might still be applied to claims presently pending in this application, 
they are respectfully traversed. 

Claim 4, as amended, recites a "reflector including a flat portion without any pellets or 
recesses, and a convex/concave portion with a plurality of pellets or recesses formed thereon, 
wherein the total area of said flat portion and said convex/concave portion equals the area of the 
respective pixel region and wherein the area ratio of said flat portion to said pixel region is in a 
range above 0% but no more than 20% ." Amended claim 10 recites a reflective liquid crystal 
display with a similar structure to that of amended claim 4 except that the area ratio of said flat 
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portion to said pixel region is in a range above 0% but no more than 70% ," Applicant believes 
that such amendments do not introduce new matter as these features are disclosed by at least 
Figure 1 of the specification. 

Furthermore, as described in, for example, paragraphs [0012], [0023], [0024], and Figure 4 
of the specification, by adjusting the ratio of the flat portion to the pixel region (i.e., the ratio of 
the convex/concave portion to the pixel region), the brightness and reflectance of the display can 
be balanced. 

Applicant agrees that Noritake fails to teach or suggest a reflector having convex/concave 
portion with a plurality of pellets or recesses formed thereon. Applicants, however, respectfully 
disagrees with the Examiner's assertion that Noritake discloses that an area ratio of the flat 
portion to the pixel region is in the range of above 0% but no more than 70%, as described in, as 
asserted by the Examiner, Noritake's Figure 4. A careful review of Noritake's specification, 
however, reveals that Noritake does not include this limitation. In fact, Figure 4 of Noritake is 
an enlarge diagram of a reflective display electrode that illustrates paths of the incident light and 
the emission light. Noritake does not disclose explicitly or implicitly the ratio of the flat portion 
and the pixel region. 

In Kimura, as described in col. 9, lines 50-65, a plurality of dents 60a, 60b exist on the 
entire surface of reflection electrode 54. The dents 60a, 60b may also be included in periphery 
54a of reflection electrode 54 in the manner that the ratio of the area obtained by subtracting the 
area of the dents from the total area of periphery 54a to the total area of periphery 54a is selected 
to be in the range of from 60 to 100%. For example, the ratio shown in Figure 1 is 100%, which 
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means no dents are formed on the periphery 54a. No matter what the ratio is, reflection electrode 
54 always includes dents 60a, 60a. In other words, reflection electrode 54 includes no flat 
portion. 

Therefore, Kimura fails to teach or suggest that a reflector includes a flat portion without 
any pellets or recesses, and a convex/concave portion with a plurality of pellets or recesses 
formed thereon, wherein the total area of said flat portion and said convex/concave portion 
equals the area of the respective pixel region and wherein the area ratio of said flat portion to 
said pixel region is in a range above 0% but no more than 20% or above 0% but no more than 
70%, as recited in amended claims 4 and 9, respectively. 

Therefore, it is believed that it would not have been obvious for one skilled in the art to 
combine Noritake and Kimura to achieve the reflective liquid crystal display recited in amended 
claims 4 and 10 because neither Noritake nor Kimura teaches or suggests a reflector having a flat 
portion and a convex/concave portion, wherein the flat and the convex/concave equals to the area 
of the respective pixel region and the ratio of the flat portion to the pixel region is in a range 
above 0% but no more than 20% or above 0% but no more than 70%, as recited in amended 
claims 4 and 9, respectively. 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfully submits that claims 4, 5-8, and 10-13 should be 
patentable over Noritake in view of Kimura. Dependent claim 9 is also considered patentable at 
least due to its dependency from patentable independent claim 4. 
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In view of the foregoing all of the claims in this case are believed to be in condition for 
allowance.
